ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


Board of Education, 


TOWN OF KINGSTON. 


To the people of Kingston: 


Your School Board make their annual report with mingled satis- 
faction and regret. Among the regretful things is the shortened 
time of the school year from 30 weeks of previous years to 22 weeks 
in this year. We believe it the true economy of the town to make 
the school yéar more than 30 weeks rather than fewer. When 
killing frost comes by the first of September the corn crop is 
greatly damaged. 

Schools No. 1 and 5 lost something by change of teachers during 
the year. Other things being equal, the second and third terms of 
a teacher are worth a considerable per cent more than the first. 
Yet change is sometimes unavoidable. 

Another hindrance sensibly felt by teachers and school board has 
been an insufficient supply of text-books. This is likely to be 
remedied by the new text-book law. 


18 SCHOOL REPORT. 


We regret that, though the town voted to build them this year, 
Nos. 2 and 3 have yet no suitable place for fuel. This was less 
felt than it would have been had there been a winter term. 

We have satisfaction in reporting an increased daily average 
attendance in the schools. ‘This year it is 145.5 pupils; last year 
it was 124.5 for the first two terms, and 116.7 for the whole year. 

We report an increased number of visits by parents and others 
exclusive of the school board. ‘This year there were 333 such 
visits ; last year there 258 for the two corresponding terms, and 
only 348 for the year of 3 terms. 

The increase in the number of pupils neither absent nor tardy 
is highly commendable. For this year of two terms that number 
is 34; for the corresponding terms of last year, it was less than 
half that number. Of the 34, 29 were members of the West 
school. How could they do it? By trying. Parents, teacher, 
and school were of one mind to doit. Of course the school 
made the better progress in study for it. 

The governor of the state specially recommended in his procla- 
mation for Arbor Day, that the school children be allowed and 
encouraged to celebrate the day, May rst, by planting trees. 
School No. 4, the West, entered nobly into the spirit of the day, 
and set about a dozen trees around the grounds of their building. 
For tree planting and for perfect attendance, the prize must this 
year go to the West. Who will equal or surpass the record of 
this year, in 1890? 

We think the amount of good school work done in town in the 
22 weeks of this year will compare well with that of the same 
number of weeks in former years.
